Average assessed home to see $125 increase

"WILMINGTON - Residential 
taxpayers are looking at an 
increase of just 35 cents per 
$1,000 of assessed value in fis- 
cal year 2011. As a result, the 
average homeowner - with a 
house assessed ‘at $357,066 ~ 
will see an increase of $125 in 
fiscal year 2011 property 
taxes. 

The Board of Selectmen, 
based on a recommendation 
from Wilmington Chief 
Assessor Humphry (Skip) 
Moynihan, approved a contin- 
ued tax classification shift for 
the residents of Wilmington 
on Monday. 

The shift, which the town 
has adopted for more than a 
decade, transfers the burden 
of property taxes to the 


ties were taxed at $11.53 per 
$1,000 of assessed value. 
If Wilmington chose not to 
adopt a tax classification 
shift, residents and business- 
es would both pay a rate of 
$16.06 per $1,000 of assessed 
value.

oped a photographic system 
for producing photostats. He 
incorporated under the name 
React, Inc. He designed a 
copy camera that could fit in 
the floor space of a desk and 
was cheap enough for a small 
printer, He also invented a 
photo process using two 
sheets of paper, one as the 
negative, the other a receiver. 

Rideout engaged the ser- 
vices of a law student to help 
patent the inventions, only to 
find that the man had sold the 
inventions to a large firm. 
The camera and the process 
were used in the graphic arts 
industry for decades, but with 
no royalties to Rideout. 

Energy conservation was 
another field in which he had 
some expertise. He was a 
member of the New England 
Energy Task Force, and con- 
sulted on the installation of 
solar hot water systems. 

In the 1970s, the Wilmington 
selectmen signed an agree- 
ment giving a Woburn firm 
the rights to run cable televi- 
sion in town. Under the agree- 
ment, the town would get a 
channel in the cable system.

likely will be a microcosm 
of Tewksbury High School's 
frustrating football season. 
This game is never about 
one player, but often the 
tide can turn on just one 
play. Redmen coach Brian 
Aylward saw his team’s sea- 
son turn when senior quar- 
terback/safety Sean 
Connolly went down with a 
thigh injury that caused 
him to miss five games. 

After two games, 
Tewksbury was on a roll 
and looking to make some 
damage in the Small School 
Division of what for this 
season was a very wild 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference. What followed 
the Connolly injury was a 
six game losing streak that 
has since been righted with 
blowout home victories over 
Haverhill (1-14) and 
Chelmsford (28-7). Connolly 
has returned and has 
thrown 14 touchdown passes 
on the season, but it will 
take much more than the 
talented quarterback’s 
right harm to defeat coach 
Mike Barry and a very good 
Wilmington Wildcat team 
that has won eight games in 
their final season playing 
Cape Ann League football. 

The Redmen have plenty 
of weapons on the offensive 
side of the ball to help 
Connolly. Senior running 
back Anthony Arcari has 
scored 66 points and junior 
back Chris Bettano is capa- 
ble of busting big gains out 
of the backfield and on spe- 
cial teams. Senior receiver 
Ryan Vibber is finishing up 
a solid season with eight 
touchdown receptions, and 
fellow senior wide-out Joe 
Hulme is a dependable 
receiver. Junior tight-end 
Kevin Saunders just might 
be the big  x-factor 
Thursday morning after 
surviving some battle-scars 
as Connolly's replacement 
at quarterback. 

What could also be a real 
key for Tewksbury is the 
recent improved play of 
defense. Whatever happens 
Thursday, Aylward is happy 
to have his team back in 
one big piece and function- 
ing as a unit. The TMHS 
coach has seen enough of 
the bad breaks and hard 
times. 

“It’s never about one play- 
er, but where Sean is such a 
focal point about what we 
try to do on offense, it did 
make an impact,” said 
Aylward of his signal- 
caller’s injury-plagued sea- 
son. “Then, not having 
Saunders at tight-end- he is 
critical to what we try to do 
up front. It go#ws @ut of the 
rhythm that we were in. It 
would be satisfying to get 
this win Thursday for sure.” 

Depth has been a problem 
for the Redmen this season, 
but for this finale the team 
is relatively healthy, with 
the usual bumps and bruis- 
es associated with playing 
in the MVC. Comnolly will 
lead the offense with 
rugged senior fullback 
David Gallotto, Arcari, 
Bettano, Saunders and 
Vibber. 

That group will be protect-

safeties, with Vibber and 
senior Nick LaCasia at the 
corners. 

The Wildcats will present 
some challenges, with good 
versatility in the backfield 
and some solid players 
along both the offensive 
and defensive lines. 

“They can get a little mojo 
going with the run, and they 
can pass,” warned Aylward. 
“The Hanley kid is a very 
good quarterback. He’s as 
good as any kid that we 
have faced this season. He's 
had a tremendous year- and 
he has only gotten better as 
the year has gone on.” 

After a 35-6 blasting of 
Lawrence in the second 
game of the season, 
Tewksbury was clicking on 
all cylinders and looking for 
much more before the 
wheels came off the wagon. 
A win Thursday would be a 
big shot at redemption and 
an exclamation point to 
help TMHS football move 
forward. 

“Our expectations were to 
compete for a league cham- 
pionship this season- that is 
what we were trying to do,” 
admits Aylward. “We ran 
into some obstacles that 
made that not happen.

“If you go back to where 
we were after the Lawrence 
game, things looked great,” 
reflected Aylward on 
Tewksbury’s fast start. The 
Redmen were dominating 
on both sides of the football 
and Connolly was being 
mentioned as one of the 
best quarterbacks in the 
conference. He also was an 
important player defensive- 
ly for the Redmen. Then 
things changed quickly- and 
that defense gave up a pile 
of points in losses to 
Andover and Lowell. As 
time went on, the team 
healed-up and went back to 
basics and began tackling 
people and filling those big 
gaps along the defensive 
front. 

“Considering all the things 
that we went through after 
that Lawrence game, the 
highlight would have to be 
Chelmsford,” offered 
Aylward. “These guys didn’t 
give up. They didn’t pack it 
in. You get a sense in prac- 
tice that these kids are try- 
ing to make up for lost time. 
This is the kind of stuff that 
we expected at the begin- 
ning of the season.” 

Wilmington High School 
head coach Barry has 
noticed that the Redmen 
have righted that shaky 
defensive ship. That unit is 
no longer taking on water, 
and the Wildcats as a group 


are impressed. 

“That is what surprised 
me the most,” assessed 
Barry last week.

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Wildcats almost spoiled as Bowl season 


25th anniversary of famous snow game

The Tewksbury High School 
was on its way to a first Super 
Bowl victory and featured a 
collection of all-conference 
players that would forever 
etch their names in TMHS 
history with an 11-0 season 
and an Eastern Mass 

Championship. 

Coach Bob Aylward’s team 
would manhandle 
Bridgewater-Raynham, 24-13 
in that Super Bowl game 
played at the New England 
Patriot’s Foxboro Stadium, 
stopping BR’s vaunted wish- 
bone attack with a risky 
defensive plan that worked to 
perfection. It all could have 
come crashing down that 
Thanksgiving morning on a 
snow-covered field in 
Tewksbury, where an under- 
dog, four-win Wilmington 
Wildcats team came so close 
to an epic upset in a never-to- 
be-forgotten 7-6 Tewksbury 
victory. 

Dave French was an all-con- 
ference guard and defensive 
end for the Redmen, but he 
will be remembered largely 
as ‘The Kicker’ who sent a 
floating boot through the 
uprights to give Tewksbury 
that heart-stopping victory in 
1985. 

This year marks the 25th 
anniversary of that 
Tewksbury team, and those 
players have been very visi- 
ble around town in recent 
weeks, sharing memories and 
photographs with anyone 
within earshot. They have 
earned that right as arguably 
the greatest collection of foot- 
ball players in Tewksbury 
High School history. 

“This place was packed 
every Saturday,” remembers 
French. “It was three-deep in 
people all the way around this 
field. It was the talk of the 
town- it was really something 
special. I still get called ‘The 
Kicker’, People say, oh yeah I 
remember you- you were The 
Kicker.” 

What many people might 
not remember is the condi- 
tion of Tewksbury’s field that 
Thursday morning in 1985. 
There was snow- plenty of 
snow. Some of it was unex- 
pected, with two back-to-back 
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Tewksbury High School’s undefeated Eastern Massachusetts champions pose on the steps of the State House with Governor Michael Dukakis and ima

storms buffeting and blanket- 
ing the Merrimack Valley. 
Some conference games were 
cancelled, but the champi- 
onship-bound and the under- 
dog Wildcats and their coach 
Ed Harrison played on in a 
game that some remember 
more about than the Super 
Bowl victory that followed. 
Without that French kick that 
capped a Redmen comeback, 
there would have been no 
title, because just one defeat 
would have knocked 


Tewksbury right out of that 
December trip to Foxboro. 


“There was a lot of snow, 
but it was something you 
dream about as a kid, playing 
in the snow like it was in your 
backyard,” recalls 
Tewksbury’s all-purpose 
mighty-mite Joe Vecchi, now 
43-years-old and working in 
financial services. “For hav- 
ing all that snow on the 
ground, I felt like we were 
able to do all of the things 
that we could do as an 
offense, We were pretty confi- 
dent that if we had enough 
time we would be able to 
score.”

played in Foxboro. 


‘Tewksbury coaches Brian 
and Rob Aylward played on 
that championship team, and 
it was quarterback Rob who 
found tight-end Sean Blades 
with the touchdown pass that 
tied the game before French 
punched the winning kick just 
inches over the goalpost. 
Aylward, who that season had 
the ability to check-out of 
plays in reaction to an oppo- 
nent’s defense, read that big 
play perfectly. He remembers 
the snow as being just anoth- 
er obstacle on the way to that 
team’s ultimate goal. 

“I thought that on a dry 
field we could beat anybody 
at anytime,” offers Aylward, 
acoach who has supplied cur- 
rent TMHS ick Sean 
Connolly with some key 
advice this season. “I remem- 
ber thinking at the time-why 
are we going to play them in 
three inches of snow after we 
had already taken six inches 
of snow off the field? We 
decided to do it, and thank 
god it came out the way it did 
with that pass at the end.” 


A real team effort got 
the field ready 


The Andover vs. Central 
Catholic game was cancelled 
that morning in 1985, but 
Tewksbury coach Bob 
Aylward decided to play the 
game that his team needed 
win for that trip to a second 
Super Bowl. Aylward had 
watched his sons Brian, Rob 
and Tom play in snow covered 
backyard for years and he 
knew that the never-say- 
never Redmen Football Club 
‘buddy’ system would kick-in 
overnight to provide some 
answers to the nasty early 
winter bout with Mother 
Nature. 

By 5 p.m. the night before 
the game was snow covered 
and too soggy for a heavy 
plow to move the snow very 
far, if at all. It took some last- 
minute ingenuity by a pair of 


‘Tom Stevens fashioned a pair 
of wooden plows and attached 
them to their all-terrain vehi- 


“We knew that morning that 
there was a storm in Nashua 
that was heading this way. 
The field was green that 
morning, but by the time we 
kicked-off there was about 
three inches of snow on the 
field,” says Aylward. The 
TMHS coach these days 
enjoys retirement, but some- 
times he finds himself think- 
ing about that day.and two 
teams that were ready to play 
what has come to be called a 
classic game-snow or no 
snow. 

“Eddie Harrison had those 
kids always ready to play,” 
recalls Aylward. Harrison 
had filled Aylward’s shoes on 
the WHS coaching staff after 
Bob left to take the TMHS 
head coaching job in 1974. It 
was the play that knotted the 
score that the Tewksbury 
coach remembers as over- 
shadowing the snowy field 
conditions. 

“Rob saw Sean on the play 
and he went for the money,” 
said the former TMHS coach. 
“Then Frenchie goes on the 
field and gets on his hands 
and knees to clear the snow 
for the extra point. Then he 
made what had to be his 
meekest and mildest kick 
that cleared the bar by just 
inches.” 


Wildcats had all-stars 
of their own 

The Redmen had a collec- 
tion of quick, heady all-con- 
ference players and they 
were deep on the bench to 
boot. In those days the team 
actually featured defensive 
and offensive specialists and 
included talent like Scott 
Fay, Bill Donahue, Al 
Piccolo, Chris McHardy, 
Kenn Coviello and Bob 
Dunlay. The shirt of Dunlay, 
one of the most aggressive 
and tenacious linebackers in 
the school’s history, still 
hangs in a special perch at 
the Brooks Field House, 
where Aylward sits and 
watches sons Brian and Rob 
coach this edition of 
foeny High School foot- 


ree coach Harrison 
today is Wilmington High 
School’s Director of 
Athletics, and he knew back 
in 1985 that his collection of 
talented players were play- 
ing in a game that was 
indeed something special. 


ning back Cutone would & 
on to play at Harvard. i 
“It had stopped snowi 

but by game time it: hi 

started snowing again,’ 
recalled Harrison as he 
watched the WHS freshmen 
football team play on that 
field this past Saturday 
morning. “Kids like to play 
in the snow. Speaking for 
myself as a coach, I would 
never cancel a game because 
of snow, It absolutely did not 
matter to me. Tewksbury 
was undefeated going into 
the game and I thought that 
Bob might not want to play 
because the snow kind of 


equalized things.” 
“That Wilmington team 
wasn’t your typical 46 


team,” offered Harrison. “We 
lost a couple of close games 
that year. I really thought 
that we had a pretty good 
team- and I thought that Bob 
knew that we had a good 
team. We had a couple of 
things up our sleeve. We took 
Peter Campbell, who was ah 
all-league guard, and put 
him at fullback. Campbell 
scored the first touchdown of 
the game in that far right 
corner. I remember it being 
6-0. A lot of the memories of 
that game are foggy, but I do 
remember it going back and 
forth. Then Tewksbury 
scored in the fourth quarter. 
But, that extra point. I actu- 
ally thought it was in slow 
motion. He (French) must 
have gotten underneath i 
Then everybody ji 
watched- like it was in slow 
motion. It just cleared the 
bar.” 


“It was a great game,” says 
Harrison while smiling ever- 
so-slightly at the memory of 
what at the time must have 
been a painful defeat. “They. 
were an absolutely incredi- 
ble team. Two days later, it 
was still a loss. You remem- 
ber some parts of it, but you 
forget others. There are 
probably reasons why those: 
memories are gone.” 

This year for Tewksbury, 
there are at least 25 good 
reasons why a bunch of mid- 
dle-aged men are walking 
around town busting some; 
buttons with pride and the: 
knowledge that they notched 
a victory that Thanksgiving: 
morning back in 1985- a vi 
tory that sent a team into: 
history as undefeated and 
untied champions- the; 
Eastern Mass Super Bowl! 
Champions of 1985, It alli 
seems like yesterday- one: 
very snowy yesterday, ; 
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1992 movie starring Damon and Affleck

the University of Lowell for 
coach Dennis Scannell. He 
had quarterbacked the 1985 
‘Tewksbury High School foot- 
ball team to an undefeated 
Season and a Super Bowl 
Championship, so why not 
take that next step as a foot- 
ball coach for some potential 
Movie stars? 

“I got a call from Dennis 
Scannell out of the blue ask- 
ing me- do you want to be in a 
movie?” Aylward remembers 
as he helps prepare some 
‘real’ high school players for 
Thursday morning's gamé in 
Wilmington. “Dennis asks 
me- can you get 30 guys down 
‘fo Cawley Stadium tomorrow 
to be in a movie?” Days later, 
Rob would find himself at the 
‘50-yard-line negotiating 
Salaries with a Paramount 
Pictures producer. 

“They told us they would 
ay each guy 50 bucks a day 
‘and give us each a boxed 
lunch. We all walked off the 
field. Eventually, they agreed 
fo pay us each 200 bucks a 
day- and we got to eat lunch 
with the actors every day,” 
Aylward says. 

The films football coaches 
neluded Scannell and 
Wilmington High School foot- 
ball Hall of Famer Mike 
Esposito, whose gridiron 
resume includes a great 
career at Boston College and 
a stop in the National 
Football League with the 
Atlanta Falcons. 

Filming took place over a 
six-week period at Concord 
Academy, and soon Aylward 
and his ‘coaching academy’ 
would reap some post-produc- 
tion benefits on a nightly 
basis. 

“Every night the executive 
producer would hand me the 
Paramount Pictures credit 
card and tell me to take care 
of the guys. We would all go 
out and have dinner and

everybody would hang out for 
a while. They all were pretty 
good athletes, and Chris 
O'Donnell (who would later 
star in ‘Scent of a Woman’ 
with Al Pacino) played some 
at Boston College.”

“I've got a tape of the movie 
at home, and when my son 
Jake gets older I will tell him 
what happened. My wife likes 
to watch it. She likes to watch 
‘those guys’- not me,” laughs 
Aylward. 


Stewart remembers 

the rivalry 

Former Wilmington High 
School quarterback Jim 
Stewart (1976) fondly remem- 
bers the ‘Tewksbury- 
Wilmington rivalry and has a 
deep connection to both 
towns- marrying a Tewksbury 
girl (Mary Martin-TMHS 
1978) and watching his sons 
play football at Wilmington 
High School. 

“It was always a battle when 
it came to Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. Even when the 
towns played basketball, it 
was like Thanksgiving, 
although when it came time 
to play against a guy like 
John Hurley (1978) it was 
tough.”

rehab in order to get ready 
for the marathon. In fact, up 
until just a few weeks before 
the race, he had planned to 
run just the half marathon 
portion of the event. 

But his rehab had gone so 
well that he decided to 
instead compete in the 
marathon. Given all that he 
poe been through during the 

year, winning an event’ as 
large as the Philadelphia 
Marathon was nearly over- 
whelming for Vassallo. 

“It was an extremely emo- 
tional experience for me, 
especially considering the 
year I have had. It was pret- 
ty special” Vassallo said. “I 
was kind of on the verge of 
tears a couple of times and 
then when I was coming to 
the finish and they were play- 
ing the music from Chariots 
of Fire and calling my name 
out it was kind of hard to hold 
back. It made me feel like all 
of the hard work I have put in 
had paid off, and I had doubt- 
ed that at times.” 

Amazingly the rehab after 
the surgery was the easiest 


part of the year for Vassallo. 


a sports hernia. 

In January of this year 
Vassallo began visiting doc- 
tors looking for a diagnosis. 
He saw five different doctors, 
but it was not until he saw Dr. 
Henry Frissora at Beverly 
Hospital in late June that he 
was finally diagnosed proper- 
ly. He underwent surgery in 
July and began his rehab just 
eight days later. 

“It has been a terrible year 
to say the least, with all of 
the doctors saying they did 
not know what was wrong 
with me. It got to the point 
where my friends were wor- 
ried about my mental 
health,” Vassallo said. 
“Needless to say I highly rec- 
ommend Dr. Frissora.” 

While his win in 
Philadelphia was easily the 
best win of his career, 
Vassallo is no stranger to 
coming up with outstanding 
efforts in marathons. Not 
only had he finished second 
in the same race in 2008, but 
he also won the Maine 
Marathon in 2007 in a time of 
2:26.54 and perhaps most 
impressively he finished 24th 
overall in the 2008 Boston 
Marathon in a time of 2:25.10. 

And he is not done running 
in big races, with his biggest 
one to come in the Vermont 
City Marathon in May of 2011 
where he will attempt to qual- 
ify for the Olympic trials. 

Vassallo has also made his 
mark locally, winning the 
Wilmington half marathon in 
2008 in a still record time of 
1:09:78. Vassallo also works 
on a consulting basis for the 
committee that organizes the 
race and he was proud to not 
only win the race, but just to 
be a part of such a well run 
event. 

“Even if I was not involved 
in the planning of it, I would 
highly recommend that race 
to anyone,” Vassallo said.

The Rams also have 
eight interceptions on the 
season with three of those 
returned for touchdowns. 

Junior linebacker Nick 
Federico leads the way on 
defense with 56 unassisted 
tackle while assisting onl0 
more. Federico also has four 
sacks, a fumble recovery and 
two interceptions. Junior 
nose tackle Dave Summiel of 
Tewksbury leads the Rams 
with six sacks on the year, 
with 33 unassisted tackles 
while assisting on 10 other 
tackles.

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Four decades, 35 years and one coach 
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A look back through the soccer Fhoctiag years of Tewksbury’s Steve Levine

He had never played the 
game, nor coached it. But he 
helped start the program 
simply on a suggestion. And 
today, Steve Levine reflects 
back on 35 years of coaching 
the Tewksbury Memorial 
High School Boys Soccer 
team. 

Lots of things have 
changed since those first 
days of 1976. Levine looked 
like a kid, straight out of col- 
lege from UMass Amherst, 


wearing the 1970s outfits, 
and acting as he says at first 
like a raving lunatic, only to 
have a handful of people 
help steer him in the right 
direction. And from his 
team’s opening 10-0 loss to 
Billerica to the 4-1 loss to 
Malden Catholic just two 
weeks ago in his final game 
on the sidelines, Levine 
stands as the only coach of 
this program. A program 
that he helped build from 
the bottom up, helped lead 
to a state championship con-

test just six years into exis- 
tence, all the while earning 
countless number of wins, 
trophies and battling in a 
number of exciting games. 
But if you ask the 60-year- 
old, NONE of the wins, tro- 
phies or championship flags 
mean anything to him. It 
was 35 years that he’ll never 
forget. 

“T leave (teaching and 
coaching) at this time of my 
life for all of the right rea- 
sons,” said Levine. “There 
is young blood, especially 
former alumni waiting to 
take over and learn the art 
of teaching and coaching, 
because it isn’t something 
that happens right away. 
Good coaching is like a good 
marriage - as a couple you 
have to go through a lot of 
ups-and-downs together and 
still be there for each other 
as the years wind on; as a 
good coach, one has to learn 
how to deal with all the good 
and frustrating elements of 
working with kids, and if 
you can keep your sanity 
and still be doing it the next 
season and with the same 
level of optimism you had 
the year before, well then 
you may be involved in a 
marriage made in heaven.” 


Starting Out 

The idea of starting a new 
program sprung to life while 
Levine was watching a foot- 
ball game. 

“I mentioned to Tony 
Romano that it was a shame 
there wasn’t another sport 
that many of these kids 
might find to their liking,” 
explained Levine. “ He spoke 
of the sport of soccer, which 
I had never played 
because it wasn’t offered at 
the high school I attended at 
the time - but had some 
knowledge in from working 
with my student teaching 
mentor, George Wheeler at 
Framingham North High 
School. He was the head 
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coach at the time and I 
learned much from him. I 
also was encouraged by the 
brother of a player on an 
intramural soccer team I 
ran at the Tewksbury Junior 
High School at the time, 
William Smith, to enter the 
team in a youth league to let 
the kids compete against 
other towns and see what 
kind of reception the sport 
would get. 

So Levine did all of that - 
starting as a physical educa- 
tion teacher at the junior 
high school (before moving 
to the high school in 1985), 
Levine slowly started to put 
the pieces together of form- 
ing a high school team, but 
first getting things rolling at 
the youth level. 

“Bill Smith and I were able 
to start the first formal 
youth soccer program in 
town, a program that has 
developed with many good 
people into what it is today,” 
said Levine. “The Frasca 
Field complex is a tribute to 
a great man, Sal Frasca, 
who had a long term vision 
for soccer in the town of 
Tewksbury and many good 
people saw his vision 
through.” 

Romano then urged Levine 
to talk to then athletic direc- 
tor Charlie Hazel about the 
idea of having a varsity 
boys’ soccer team for the 
first time in school history. 

“That spring of 1976 Coach 
Hazel gave us the go ahead 
and the program began,” 
said Levine. 

The program made its 
debut in early September of 
1976. The team opened with 
a road trip to Billerica 
Right away the Indians took 
it right to the inexperienced 
Redmen to a tune of 10-0, On 
the bus ride home, Levine 
tore into his team and play- 
ers until the bus driver 
decided he heard enough. 
That bus driver was 
Tewksbury resident Roy 
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wouldn't tolerate it ever 
again. That conversation, 
Levine says, totally helped 
him realize that if he was to 
stay on as a coach, he had to 
realize that he was there for 
the kids, and not there for 
personal goals. 

“What I take the most 
pride in is the great number 
of student-athletes that I 
have been associated with 
over the years who have not 
only turned their lives into 
successful ones, but made 
an effort to keep in touch 
and let me know how they 
and their families are 
doing,” said Levine. 
Reaching the ultimate 

Levine had only been 
coaching for six years 
before 1982 - the year of 
‘Rocky 3’ and ‘The Eye of 
the Tiger’ and when gas 
prices were 91 cents a gal- 
lon, But that was also the 
year that the varsity boys 
soccer team made its first 
and only trip to the state 
championship game losing 
to Duxbury, 5-0. Tewksbury 
had just been beaten out for 
first place in the MVC by 
Andover, and went on to cap- 
ture the Division 2 North 
sectional crown, before 
falling to Duxbury. 

Levine was asked about the 
difficulty of having a team 
reach the state champi- 
onship game - especially 
coming from Tewksbury, 
which is all but a football 
and hockey kind of town. 

“Most teams that make it 
to a state championship 
game are composed of stu- 
dents of the game as well as 
good soccer athletes,” he 
said. “At the least, they 
have a passion for the sport 
and the game. Tewksbury 
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go elsewhere. That is an 
educational dilemma that 
the town is dealing with and 
the new school is a great 
start. Year after year we 
are teaching the game to JV 
and Varsity players and 
working hard to compete in 
the soccer stronghold of the 
MVC. We have a good youth 
program, but rarely do we 
benefit from their successes 
and when we do, those play- 
ers usually have to try and 
maintain a high level of play 
in spite of their many team- 
mates who are not strong to 
the game. The fact that we 
don’t have a freshmen pro- 
gram goes hand in hand 
with those student athletes 
going to other schools and 
strong recruiting measures 
by competing sports.” 


Ever changing game 

Over the four decades he 
spent as head coach, so 
much of the game of soccer 
has changed - whether it's 
better players who are big- 
ger, faster and stronger, or 
different tactical aspects of 
the sport, soccer emerged in 
Tewksbury, in this state and 
across this country dating 
back to 1976. Levine was 
asked about the changes in 
the game over the years and 
how he adapted to them, in 
particular with his different 
teams and players. 

“To single out any team 
would be a sin as far as I am 
concerned, that is unless: I 
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Calling it a career after 
35 wonderful years 


‘ Spoke of them all,” he said. 
“They all played under differ- 
éht circumstances with dif- 
ferent levels of intensity, 
desire, abilities and talents. I 
can say that the work ethic as 
arwhole has changed over the 
years for reasons dictated by 
fmany things; but none that 
my mentioning would put a 
dent into the direction today’s 
aftitudes foster. The only way 
I°have found myself dealing 
With all the teams I have had 
the honor to be a part of, 
whether a successful team 
record wise or ‘not, was to 
adapt to their strengths and 
develop their weaknesses 
both as a team and an indi- 
vidual.” 

* Levine strived to figure out 
his team’s strengths and 
Weaknesses‘ every fall and 
then somehow magically 
filled in the gaps. Over the 
past five or six years, some- 
how, the team would have just 
one or two returning players 
with a whole host of 14 kids 
up from the JV team, and be 
without a goalie. By the end 
of the season, his teams were 
not only competing, but com- 
peting for divisional crowns, 
state tournament appear- 
ances and most especially 
were playing together as if 
they had been since the 
Under 8 travel team days. It 
was all a work of art - for 
Levine he was incredibly 
good at doing that time after 
time. He always has had the 
knack of somehow getting so 
much out of each and every 
kid and that formed into one 
eohesive unit, on and off the 
field. 

: “Teaching the kids to work 
hard first, then teaching 
them how to compete was my 
order of priorities because 
that is what they would have 
to do in life to succeed,” said 
Levine. “To go along with all 
the camps I attended both as 
a coach and a player, I have 
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worked hard to help kids feel 
good about themselves when 
a season was over. And the 
ones I did not succeed with 
are the ones that remain in 
my head the most. I learned 
from them and also from 
their teammates. It was 
always a two-way street.” 

Of course Levine didn’t win 

300-plus games all by himself. 
He’s had so much help from 
so many people through the 
35 years. 
“I have been blessed with 
many outstanding assistant 
coaches, at times, co-head 
coaches in reality, and have 
taken and learned a great 
deal from them, both good 
and not so good. I am also 
proud of the fact that I have 
coached in two leagues - the 
Northern Area League when I 
first started in 1976 to being 
part of the inaugural 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference which has now 
developed into two divisions a 
large school and small 
school. The coaches and 
officials I have come to know 
and respect are plentiful and 
the ones who garnered most 
of my attention were the ones 
who were there for the kids 
and for all of the right rea- 
sons.” 

Just like his analogy of a 
coaching career is much like 
a marriage, Levine said cer- 
tainly there peaks and valleys 
and good and bad times over 
the years, but every second, 
minute and day he spent as a 
coach of Tewksbury for each 
of the past 35 years he did it 
with incredible vigor, intensi- 
ty, passion all the while dis- 
playing such a huge heart, 
trying to do what was best for 
each and every student-ath- 
lete he came across. 

“Every year has been a dif- 
ferent experience with differ- 
ent challenges and different 
kids, and I know I’ve been a 
challenge to every single soli- 
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tary kid,” he said. “They 
never knew what they were 
going to get out of me. I had 
to adapt to my teams and my 
teams had to adapt to me. 
And for somehow or another, 


ple would have told me to 
take a hike but these kids just 
fought through me and played 
well in spite of me. It’s been 
35 years of dealing with so 
many great people.” 

Levine Legion 

There’s truly not enough 
time, space or ink to really 
describe what Levine has 
done for so many of his stu- 
dent-athletes of the years. 
You can start with the kids 
who he saved from a life into 
danger, whether it be vio- 
lence, drugs or alcohol - or 
those just going down the 
wrong path. You can start 
with the summer days of 1995 
when Wilmington goalie Joe 
Bamberg was injured in a 
tree accident in Chicago and 
would be paralyzed the rest of 
his life. Bamberg was the 
goalie on the archriyal team, 
and who was there every day 
at the hospital to see how he 
was doing? Yup, Levine. 

Stories like that one can go 
on and on. So many people 
have been affected, influ- 
enced or helped by Steve 
Levine over his 35 years as 
soccer coach. Just ask Steve 
Flanagan, who told his own 
incredible story about how 
Levine helped him in every- 
day life. 

“Steve Levine was a coach 
of unparalleled wisdom and 
council,” said Flanagan. “He 
trained us hard and instilled 
toughness. He demanded that 
we play fair yet with 
unmatched intensity. He may 
not have been a soccer wiz- 
ard, but more than any other 
soccer coach he made us 
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After 35 years, Steve Levine still looks the same as he did back 
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men. He was the perfect bal- 
ance of leader, psychologist, 
and drill sergeant. Everyone 
he coached came away 
tougher, honest, and believing 
in themselves. He took a per- 
sonal interest in his students 
and his players, giving partic- 
ular attention to those who 
needed it the most; and 
where they needed it. He 
would go to any length to 
ensure his students were pre- 
pared to succeed not just in 
high school, but in life. 

“I was small and lacked self 
esteem (when I was in high 
school). Coach Levine sensed 
that and took me aside to give 
me a personal lesson about 
being tough and believing in 
myself. It was unorthodox; I'll 
leave it at that. But it was 
effective. He wouldn't let me 
leave his ‘office’ until I 
promised, and he believed, 
that I would never let anyone 
intimidate me. And then he 
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kept an eye on me. It worked. 
Nearly a score later, I bear 
two Bronze Stars from lead- 
ing US Army Rangers and 
Green Berets in combat, and 
I am a Harvard graduate stu- 
dent owing a considerable 
debt of gratitude to an old 
warrior of a coach. And this 
vignette is no incongruity; I 
am just one among the 
expansive and _ indebted 
Levine Legion.”
